Now that Melbourne is in the public 
eye, it is interesting to know that 
among the exhibits in the National 
Museum, Kildare street, is a beautiful 
solid gold vase made in Australia, and 
presented to William Smith O’ Brie’ on 
the occasion of his visit to Melbourne 
after his release from captivity on 22nd 
July, 1854. Smith O'Brien Was one of 
the leaders of the insurrection of 1848, 
and was ‘sentenced to death, but subse- 
quently, with the other leaders, reprieved 
and transported to Tasmania. In 1854 he 
was granted a pardon. He died in Wales 
in 1870. A monument to his memory 
stands in O'Connell street.

“School For Wives,"’ the lovely Moliére 
comedy which is to be seen at the Abbey 
this week, was produced first im Paris in 
1662, and it may truly be said that after 
nearly thres hundred years it still holds 
an audience with perfect ease and success. 
The atithor himself played ‘‘ Arnolphe,” 
' the principal character in the comedy, 
which is supposed to reflect a good deal of 
his own marital philosophy (he married a 
young actress at least thirty years younger 
than himself shortly before the play was 
' produced), which was not entirely success- 
ful. The costumes for the Abbey produc- 
tion have been designed by Mr. James 
Bonld, Mr. Peake’s assistant for the 
season. His scheme for the Molitre play 
has been carried out entirely in black and 
white. The costumes are strictly stylised 
with just that touch of exaggeration which 
makes all the difference between mere 
‘*‘ costume ” and creatite design. Every 
single dress for this production has not 
only been designed and sketched by Mr. 
Bould, but cut out and stitched by him, 
with the assistance of Miss Devoy, the 
Abbey wardrobe mistress. He has also 
made. the props’ and painted the 


scenery.
